has been reported that certain gentle- 
men from Marinette county were shad- 
owed by officers after the first caucus 
-meeting Wednesday night until 4 o'clock 
in the morning; in fact one of these 
men was heard to complain that a de 
tective had been on his trail all night. 
A Milwaukee sheet, which makes a spec- 
ialty of sensations, even stated that de- 
tectives had been imported . from that 
:-city for the purpose. This report, at 


.east, has no -foundation in fact but 
there is probably some truth in the 
other. It is not believed, however, that 
any evidence was secured .w.hich 'would 
substantiate a charge' of bribery.
